the laid Reference, and directed Mr. Holmes, the principal Clerk 
of the ſaid Court, to lay before us all the Information in his 
Power upon the Subject, who accordingly informed us, that he 
had addreſſed a Letter to Edmund Eftcourt, Eſq. Solicitor to the 
Commiſſioners for Stamp Duties, requeſting to know whether the 


Sumrhens or Proceſs of the Court for Debts, above Forty Shillings, 


were liable to any, and what Stamp Duties; and that he had 
received an anſwer from Mr. Hughes, Inſpector of Stamp Duties 
{which.he produced) intimating, that no Stamps were neceſfary; 
and Mr. Holmes alſo informed us, that he had applied to Mr. 
armer, Prothonotary of the Stepney and Hackney Court of Record, 
for the like Information, in reſpe& to the laſt mentioned Court, 
in which Debts are recoverable between Forty Shillings and Fire 
Pounds ; and that Mr. Farmer likewiſe acquainted him that the 
Proceſs of that Court did not require any Stamp Duty. Your 
Sub- Committee are therefore of Opinion, that no Stamps are 
neceſſary on the Proceſs of the Court of Requeſis in London, 
notwithſtanding the Extenſion of the Juriſdifticn to Debts amount- 


ing to Five Pounds. 
Ma. Holmes alſo ſtated, That there were ſeveral Caſes to which be 


Vas a pprehenfive the JurildiGtion of the Court would not exend: 


and. in order to prevent Difficulties he ſubmitted the Propriety ol 
taking Mr. Recorder's Opinion on thoſe Points, for the Information 
and Government of the Commiſſioners. 
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ver accordingly directed Mr. Sitar to prepare a Caſe on the 
cubiret. and obtain Hr. Recorde;'s Opinion thereon as ſoon as 
pellible. | 

We have likewiſe peruſed the Regulations, adopted by the 
Curt of Common Council on the 2gth of July 1774, and likewiſe 
e further Regulations agreed to by the ſaid Court on the 23th of 
March 1791, for couducting the Buſineſs of the Court of Requeſts ; 
ad in order to make the fame applicable to the Purpoſes of the 
ict, paſſed in the laſt Seſſions of Parliament, we have reviſed the 
ail reſpective Regulations, and made ſeveral Alterations and Addi- 
ums in and to the ſame ; and cauſed a Copy of the ſaid amended 
Regulations to be hereunto annexed. . | 


We touk a View of the Part of Guildball Chapel, now occupied 
ſor the Court of Requeſts ; and alſo of the other Part of the Chapel 
(now uſed by Mr. Dance as a temporary Office for compleating the 
large Plan of this City) and it appears to us probable that 
Increaſe of Buſineſs may render it neceſſary to appropriate the 
whole of the ſaid Chapel for tranſacting the Buſineſs of the Court 
of Requeſts ; but we decline recommending any Alteration therein 
until experience has ſhewn that further Accommodation is wanted. 


Wr alſo directed a Board to be painted and fixed in the faid 
Court, directing the Suitors to apply to the Commiſſioners when 
ſiting, in Caſes of Complaint againſt any of the Beadles for neglect 


of Duty or otherwiſe. 


We likewiſe cauſed Advertiſements to be inſerted in the Lowdar 
Gazette and ſeveral of the Morning News Papers, for the Purpoſe 
of informing the Public, that the Act of Parliament extending 


the 
Powers of the Court of Requeſts in Lande, to Debts not exceeding 
Fire Pounds, would commence and take effect from the firſt Day of 
OC7uber 1800, | 


Wr alſo inſpected the Proceedings of the Court of Aldermen of 


the 21K of June 1791, directing, that the Beadles of the Court of 


Requeſts ſhould in future be elected annually at the firſt Court 
of Aldermen after the firſt of June; and that each Beadle ſhould 


enter into a Bond, in the Penalty of Two Hundred Pounds (himſelf 


in One Hundred Pounds, and 'two Sureties in Fifty Pounds each) for 
lis faithful Execution of the faid Office. | 
Havine 
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Havixsc taken into Conſideration the Expedier.cy of almitting 
Counſel to plead in the Court of Requeſts, we are decidedly of 
Opinion, that as no Points of Law can be agitated before the Com. 
miſſioners, it would be extremely improper to adm. either Counſcd 
or Attornies at Law, to plead or act for any Plaintiff or Deſendant. 
in the ſaid Court. 


Ma. Holmes, by the Direction of your Sub-Committee, at 
obtained and laid before them Accounts of Fees taken at the 
ſeveral Courts of Requeſts in Weſtminfer, Southwark, Whitechapel, Rc. 
which we compared with the Liſt of Fees taken at the Court of 
Requeſts in this City; and after due Conſideration we prepared 3 
Table of Fees, which we conceive are proper to be taken in the 
ſaid Court in London, from and after the firſt Day of Ofober 1800, 
and cauſed a Copy of the ſame to be hereunto annexed. 


Your Sub-Committee think it highly expedient that on account 
of the expected Increaſe of Buſineſs, and in order to render the 
moſt effetual Advantage to the poorer Claſſes of the Community, 
the Fees to be taken in future at the Court of Requeſts, in Londin, 
ſhould not be divided amongſt the Officers as heretofore ; but from 
and after the firſt Day of October 1800, all ſuch Fees (except thoſe to 
be taken by the Beadles, as expreſſed in the annexed Table) ſhould be 
accounted for, on Oath, by the principal Clerk, and paid by him 
into the Chamber monthly; and from thenceforth the ſeveral Officers 
of the ſaid Court, ſhould be par! fined Salaries out of theChamber 
by Quarterly Payments. 


Your Sub-Committee have likewiſe examined into the Emolu- 
ments of the ſeveral Officers of the Court of Requeſts, and find the 
fame in the Year 1799, to have been as follows :

axp your Sub-Committee recommend Gilbert Whittell, the preſent 
Fxtra Clerk, to be continued in that Situation; and that in future 
the Hection of ſuch Extra Clerk ſhould be in the Court of Common 
Council: and, 

Tnar the Salary of the Beadles {excluſive of the Fees for 
ſummoning Witneſſes, ſerving Attachments, and levying Executions, 
as ſpecified in the annexed Table, and which muſt be more conſi- 
derable than heretofore) ſhould be fixed at Sixty Pounds per Annum, 
each. 


Tnar the Committee for General Purpoſes ſhould half yearly 
examine and order Payment (out of the Fund ariſing from the faid 
Fees) of the neceſſary Expences for Stationary, Printing, providing 
Gowns for the Clerks and Officers, and other incident Matters, 
relative to the ſaid Court. 

ITnar in caſe the Fees, ſpecified in the annexed Table, ſhould 
amount to more than ſufficient to pay the ſaid Salaries and Ex- 
pences, ſuch Surplus ſhall be applied, under the Direction of the 
Court of Commun Council, either in augmentation of Salaries, 
or reduction of Fees. 


Youk Sub-Committee alſo recommend that an Alteration ſhould 
take place in reſpect to the Sub-Committee, for examining the 
Accounts of the Clerk of Requeſts, and tranſacting the other 
Bilineſs relative to that Court. And in order that there ſhould be 
aſulicient Number of Members of ſuch Sub-Committee from Time 
to Lime acquaiated with the Nature of the Buſineſs, are of Opinion 
that in future one Alderman and two Commoners only ſhould be 
removed every three Months ; and the ſame Number in ſucceſſion

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REGULATIONS for the Conduct of the Officers 
of the Court of Requeſts in London, to communce 
on the firſt Day of Ocrober 1800. 


HAT upon the Application of every Complainant or Creditor 

to recover a Debt, a Summons [hall be iſſued for the Pl:intiff 
and Defendant to appear peremptorily on a certain Day (the Court 
Days being Wedneſday and Saturday} and that every Summons ſhall 
contain a Notice, informing the Defendant that unleſs he or ſhe 
appears as the Summons directs, and is ready when called by the 
Cryer of the Court, an Attachment will forthwith be iſſued againſt 
him or her for ſuch Default. 


Tnar the hearing of any Cauſe ſhall not be poſtponed, unleſs 
upon ſpecial Application by or on behalf of the Plaintiff or Defend- 
ant to the Commiſſioners, when fitting in Court, and ſufficient 
Cauſe ſhewn to induce them to order the Hearing to be adjournctl 
to ſome future Court. | 


Tzar the Beadles ſhall officiate alternately as Cryer, to call the 
Plaintiff and Defendant as the Cauſes ſtand for hearing ; and if due 
Attendance is not given by both Parties, when they are called, that 
Attachments or Nonſuits ſhall be granted or entered againſt the 
Defaulters reſpectively, as the Caſe may require. 


Tzar in caſe any Attachment ſhall not be ſerved by one of the 
Beadles within Fourteen Days after the Date thereof, that an Order 
to the following Purport ſhall be iſſued upon the Application of 
the Plaintiff to impower the Plaintiff {or any proper Perſon to be 
nominated by the Plaintiff) to ſerve ſuch Order upon the Defendant 
perſonally to which Service the Plaintiff (or Perſon nominated as 
aforeſaid) muſt be Sworn before Judgment by Default, can be 
awarded by the Court. |

© You are ſerved with this Order to the Intent that if you 
* omit to appear in the Court of Requeſts at Guildhall, Lovidon, 
* on day next after the due Service hereof, to make 
* Jour Defence in a Plaint, at the Suit of A. B. for the Sum of 
by Shillings, the Court will adjudge 
* the ſame by Default, and grant an Execution againſt you immedi- 
| Rely for that Sum with Coſts.” 
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THaT no Exccution ſhiall be in force after the Fxpiration of Ohe 
Calendar Month, from the Date thereof, until the une ſhall 1. 
. renewed, and then from Time to Time for one Calendar Month only 
from the Date of ſuch reſpective Renewal. And in caſe any Exc. 
cution ſhall not be levied by one of the Beadles before the ſame ſhall 
be renewable, then the Plaintiff ſhall be at Liberty to employ a 
Serjeant at Mace (in excluſion of the Beadles) to levy any ſuch 
renewed Execution. 


Tnuar all Executions levied by any of the Beadles, or dir. 
charged by the Plaintiffs, ſhall be forthwith returned to the Clerk 
with the Particulars of ſuch Levy or Diſcharge indorſed thereon. 


THar the Beadles ſhall forthwith account for and pay over to 
the Clerk all Monies received by them reſpectively upon Execu- 
tions. And alſo produce all ſuch Exccutions as ſhall have been 
delivered to them, and which remain unexecuted ; and in caſc the 
Beadles ſhall not give ſatisiattory Anſwers to the Inquiries of the 
Principal or Aſſiſtant Clerk reſpecting any ſuch Executions, or 
negle& to pay the Monics received by them as aforeſaid ; that the 
principal Clerk ſhall communicate ſuch Miſconduct to the Committee 
for General Purpoles without delay. 


THAT it be recommended to the Court of Aldermen to empower 
the Committee for General Purpoſes, to ſuſpend ſuch of the Beadles 
as may miſbehave until the Cauſe of ſuch Suſpenſion can be laid 
THAT it be alſo recommended to the Court of Aldermen to 
order the Keeper of the Poultry Compter ; and alſo the Keeper of 
 theGiltſpur Street Compter, to make Returns to the Commillioners, 
or the Principal Clerk monthly ; that is to ſay, on the firſt Tueſua; 
in every Month, ſpecifying the Number and Names of the Priſoners 
in their reſpective Cuſtody under or by virtue of Proceſs, iſſuing from 
or out of the Court of Requeſts. 


Tnar all Monies remaining in Court, ſhall be under the Care of 
the Principal Clerk only ; and that the Principal and Aſſiſtant Clerk 
or more ſufficient Sureties; a 
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penal Sum of Five Hundred Pounds, and the Aſſiſtant Clerk in the 
penal Sum of 7 zoo Hundred Pounds. 


N. B. The four Beadles are elected by the Court of Aldermen 
annually, and enter into Bonds (for the due diſcharge ot 
their Duty, and regularly accounting for the Monics 
received by them) in the penal Sum of Two Hundred 
Pounds; that is to ſay, each of the Beadles in One Hundred 
Pounds, and his two Sureties in Fiſiy Pounds each. 


Tnar the Aſſiſtant and Extra Clerks ſhall execute all Orders they 
may reſpectively receive from the Principal Clerk, relative to the 
Buſineſs of the Court. 


Tuar the Principal and Aſſiſtant Clerks ſhall wear black Gowns 
tufted, and the Beadles plain black Gowns, during the Sittings of 
the Commiſſioners. 

Tnar the Committee for General Purpoſes ſhall continue once 
in every three Calendar Months or oftener, to examine iato the 
Proceedings of the Court, and the Conduct of the Officers; alſo 
to audit the Clerks Accounts, and to order the unclaimed Caſh to be 
paid into the Chamber of this City, allowing a Sum, not exceeding 
Two Hundred Pounds, to remain in the Hands of the Principal 
Clerk, to enable him to tranſact the Buſineſs of the Court.
